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DRAFT RULES 
1. Short title and commencement.- (1 ) These rule s may be 
called the Kerala Municipal Contingent Employees Death - cum 
Retirement Benefit Rules, 1977. 

( 2) They shall come into force at once . 
2. Definitions.- In these rules unless the context otherwise 
requires 
(a ) " Central Pension Fund” means the Central Pension Fund 

Constituted under rule 7 ; 
( b ) " Commissioner" means the Commissioner of a Corpora 

tion or of a Municipality as the case may be ; 
(c ) " Council " means a Municipal Council or a Corporation 

Council as the case may be; 
(d ) " Employee " means a 

full time contingent employee of 
Municipality or of a Corporation ; 
(e) " Municipal Pension Fund" means the Municipal Pension 

Fund constituted under rule 8 .... 
3. Applicability . These rules shall apply to all employees of 
the Municipalities/ Corporations in the State: 

Provided that the employees who were in service on the date 
immediately preceding the date on which these rules are brought 
into force shall be given a right of option which shall be communi 
cated in writing to the Commissioner concerned within two 
months from the date of publication of the rules either to continue 
under the existing system of retirement benefits admissible , or to 
come over to the pension scheme under these rules . If no such 
option is exercised by the employee within the time limit it will 
be deemed that he/she has opted to the pension schema under these 
rules : 

Provitled further that those employees who had completed 60 
years as on the date immediately preceding the 

which 
these rules are brought into force will not be eligible for pension 
under these rules. 

4. Retirement .--Except as otherwise provided in these rules the 
date of superannuation of an employee is the date on which he 
attains the age of 55 years . 
Note : Those employees who have completed 55 years of age before 

the issue of these rules and who are continuing in service 
as per the orders contained in G. 0. Rt. No. 2553/64 /HLD 
dated 12-8-1964 , shall be retired from service from the date 
of their option to come under the pension scheme under 


date on 
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these rules or from the rate of expiry of their extended 
period of service whichever is earlier. Their service after 
55 years of age till the date of such retirement will be 
treated as periods spent on re - employment not counting for 

retirement or death benefits under these rules. 
5. Death -cum -retirement benefits .--- The provisions in Part III 
Kerala Service Rules, as amended from time to time will apply 
mutatis-mutandis to an employee governed by the pension scheme 
under these rules in the matter of death -cum -retirement benefits . 

6. Liability of Councils.-- (i) The Council concerned shall meet the 
entire financial commitments arising from the introduction of the 
pension scheme in so l ar as the employees who were or are work 
ing under it and to whom these rules are applicable are concerned . 
The extent of their commitment and the manner of their lischarge 
shall be as specified in sub-rule (ii) and (iii). 

( ii) Every , council shall pay to the Central Pension Fund , the 
following amounts in respect of every employee on retirement or 
death as the case may be: 

(a ) Commuted value of monthly pension /family pension 

admissible under rule 5 . 
(b ) Lump sum service gratuity /death -cum -retirement gratui 

ty /terininal death gratuity admissible under rule 5 . 
( iii) The total of the sums specified in clauses (a ) and (b ) of sub 
rule (ii) shall be paid by the Council in a single instalment to the 
Central Pension Fund at the time of retirement/death of the con 
cerned employee and in such manner as may be directed by the 
Director of Municipalities . 

7. The Central Pension Fund . - The Central Pension Fund shall 
be constituted for servicing the Death -Cum - Retirement benefits of 
the employees under these rules. The fund shall be opened in 
Treasury Savings Bank (Fixed Deposit) and administered in the 
following manner, namely : 
(a ) The receipts of the Central Pension Fund will be the 

payments made by the Councils in the manner specified 
in rule 6. "The Central Pension Fund shall commence 
with the above payments in respect of the employees who 
have retired from service on or after on which these rules 

came into force . 
(b ) The Central Pension Fund shall be administered by the 

Director of Municipalities who will receive contributions 
and make withdrawals from the fund for the purposes 
specified in these rules . Save as expressly provided herein 
the Central Pension Fund shall not be operated for any 
other purposes except with the sanction of the Government. 
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(c ) The amount required for the payment of Death - cum 

retirement benefits of the employees in whose cases the 
liability of the Council has been fully discharged in the 
manner indicated in rule 6 shall be a charge on the 
Central Pension Fund . With the assumption of these 
responsibility by the administrator of the Central Pension 
Fund, the Council shall have no right over the balance 

at the credit of the Fund at any time. 
( d ) The balance of the Central Pension Fund shall be lodged 

with the District Treasury, Trivandrum as a personal 
deposit account and it shall be operated by the Director 

of Municipalities for the purpose specified in these rules . 
(e ) Such portion of the balance standing in the Central 

Pension Fund which is not required for immediate dis 
bursement under these rules, shall be invested in the 

Treasury Savings Bank ( Fixed Deposit). 
(f ) The Examiner of Local Fund Accounts shall be the auditor 

in respect of the transactions relating to the Central 
Pension Fund. The forms for accounting the transactions 

will be as prescribed by him . 
(g ) The Government may dissolve the Central Pension Fund 

at any time after providing alterative arrangements for 
the payment of death -cum -retirement benefits to the 
employees entitled to it under these rules and in the event 
of such dissolution the balance standing in the Central 
l ension Fund shall be disposed of by the Government in 

such manner as they may deem fit. 
8. Municipal Pension Fund .- (1 ) Each Council shall open in 
Treasury Savings Bank (Fixed Deposit) an earmarked fund called the 
"Municipal Pension Fund" to provide 
an adequate amortisation 
arrangement for payment of the sums referred to in sub -rule (iii) 
of rule 6 as and when they fall due for payment. 

( 2 ) The Fund referred to in sub - rule (i) shall be governed by 
the rules hereinafter contained : 

( a ) The Provident Fund Accounts of every employee who is 
a subscriber to the existing contributory Provident Fund 
maintained by the Council and who opts or comes to the 
pension scheme under these rules shall be closed with 
effect from the date immediately preceding the date on 
which these rules come into force . The contribution 
portion of the contributory Provident Fund together with 
interest thereon shall be transferred to the Municipal 
Pension Fund, The subscription portion with interest 
shail be credited to a separate Provident Fund Account 
called " Provident Fund of Pensionable contingent 
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Employees" to be opened by the Council, inmediately 

after closing the existing contributory Provident Fund ." 
(b ) (i) The pension contribution in respect of all the employees 

who have come over to the pension scheme for the period 
upto the date immediately preceding the date on which 
these rules came into force, shall be calculated at 1/6 of 
their basic pay plus dearness pay from time to time. The 
differences between such amount and the contribution 
portion of their Provident Fund together with interest 
transferred to the Municipal Pension Fund under clause (a ) 
of sub - rule (2 ) shall be paid to the Municipal Pension Fund 
in easy annual instalments not exceeding 20 as may he 

decided by the Council. 
( ii) The pension contribution in respect of the employees 

eligible for pension under this scheme for the period 
from the date of commencement of these rules shall be 
adjusted monthly on or before the 10th day of the 
succeeding month to the credit of the Municipal Pension 

Fund . 
( iii ) The amount reimbursed by the Director of Muricipalities 

towards pension and /or death - cum - retirement gratuity 
paid to retired employees out of the Central Pension 
Fund as per the pension payment order shall also be 

credited to the Municipal Pension Fund . 
(iv ) The amount required for the consolidated sum payment 

to the Director of Municipalities in lieu of monthly 
payment and /or Death -cum -retirement gratuity in 
respect of retired employees as per the orders of the 
Director of Municipalities and the annount required for 
disbursement of pension and Death -cum - retirement 
gratuity as per pension payment order and authorisation 
of the Director of Municipalities shall be paid out of 

Municipal Pension Fund . 
(c ) The Surplus, if any , in the Municipal Pension Fund which 

may not be required for immediate disbursement shall be 
invested in the Treasury Savings Bank ( Fixed Deposit). 
The interest realised on such investments shall be credited 

to the Municipal Pension Fund. 
( d ) The Municipal Pension Fund shall not be used for any 

purpose other than those authorised by these rules, except 
with the sanction of Government on such terms and condi 

tions specified by Government. 
9 Procedure relating to Pension Payment.--- (i) The pension papers 
of the retired employees shall be prepared in such forms and in 
accordance with such instructions as are contained in Part III of the 

33 /1206 /MC. 
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Kerala Service Rules, within one year before the date of retirement 
and forwarded to the Examiner of Local Fund Accounts with all 
relevant document. After verification the Examiner of Local Fund 
Accounts shall report the admissible pension and gratuity and 
transmit the papers to the Director of Municipalities will instruct 
the Council regarding the amount payable by it by way of commuted 
value under rule 6. Sanction for the pension will be issued by the 
Director of Municipalities after receipt of such remittance from the 
concerned Council and therefore pension payment order will be 
issued in duplicate, one copy to the Pensioner and the other to the 
concerned council. 

( ii) In respect of pension benefits sanctioned under sub-rule 
(i) the Director of Municipalities shall place at the disposal of the 
Council necessary sums from the Central Pension Fund for pay 
ment of gratuity and monthly pension Funds for payment of pen 
sion shall be placed at such convenient intervals as may be fixed 
by the Director of Municipalities. Any amount out of the funds 
so placed and not disbursed to a pensioner due death or other 
reasons shall be reported to the Director and the amount shall be 
refunded to the Central Pension Fund as may be specified by the 
Director. 

(iii ) The procedure relating to payment of pension and gratu 
ity as laid down in the Kerala Treasury Rules and Kerala Finan 
cial Code shall be followed by the Commissioner. His duties in 
regard to pension payment will be analogous to that of a Treasury 
Officer entrusted with the disbursement of retirement claims. The 
forms and registers to be used for the payment of pension and 
gratuity and prescribed by the Examiner of Local Fund Accounts 
in this regard shall be used for the purpose of these rules. 

10. If any doubt or difficulty arises in the interpretation of these 
rules, the question shall be referred to the Government whose deci 
sion shall be final.
